SHOUP IS _A CANDIDATE:. 


W lulls to a;o BiH'k lo HIP I'nih'l! 


WASHINGTON, Dao. 1 —Advices 
re- 


ceived from Idaho represent that Sena- 
tor Shoup has announced himself as a 
candidate for re election. This avowal 
is of importance because of the fact 
that for tho paet eighteen months or 
two years the senator's attitude had 
been uncertain. He went so far ;n 
1892 as to write a confidential letter to 
a friend announcing that he would not 
be in the race, and tula letter found its 
way into the public prints. 


Thereupon Congresunan Sweet en- 


tered the field to succeed the tenator, 
who appeared to have left Ihe race lo 
him unlil Sweet failed to receive the 
endorsement ol the republican state 
convention.

Crop atid Business Outlook. 


Corn, wheat and cotton are our three 


gioatest crops, in the order named. The 
com crop is lew by 170,000,000 bushels 
than it was in 1893, the estimate) for 1S94 
being J,4.)0,000,000 bushels. But to 
balance this tho price per bushel is near- 
ly 13 cents a bushel higher than it was 
last year, which makes tho 1894 crop 
worth iu round numbers $87,000,000 
more than it was iu 1893. The value of 
tho corn raised this year is put at $840,- 
000,000. 


Tho wheat crop is immonio, esti- 


mated at 325,000.000 bushels, 135,- 
000,000 larger than that of last year. 
Unlike corn, however, tho price of 
wheat is from 10 to 13 cents below what 
it was iu 1893. The crop is so much 
larger, however, that this difference is 
covcied in just the opposito way in 
which the corn value for 1S04 is kc] 
up. The wheat crop this year is esti- 
mated to bo worth $290,000,000, which 
is o per cent more than its money value 
last year. If the statisticiaus who com- 
piled this estimate had taken into ac- 
count tho vast quantities of wheat fed 
to live stock this year, doubtless tho fig- 
ures would bare been still larger. 


Tho LSft4 cotton crop is one of the 


largest ever grown in America. Conse- 
quently tho price is down. But here, 
again, there iij compensation. Labt year 
the average price was 7 cents. This 
year ifc will nofc bo quite 0 cents. But 
tho amount for sale is so much larger 
that nearly as much money will bo 
lealiHed as was douo iu 1893. The value 
of the cotton crop for 1S94 is put ut 
$2ofi,000,000. 
On tho whole, whether 


that is saying much or not, tho farmer 
will como out at Iciiht as well in 1891 
as he did in 1S93. Pork sells lower, tint 
still it hold? its own. 


Exports of the chief American staples 


—wheat, flour, cotton, pork and beef— 
have increased this fall over those of 
last year at the same time, but tho prices 
tnoy bring rule lower. Tho effect of. an 
exciting election on trade was very 
manifest. 


The, toot and shoe trade is brisk, and 


them are comparatively few business 
failures this fall. Farmers at least will 
bo able to bay the usnal quantity of 
goods, and farmers constitute 44 per 
ceutj of the population.

He was a decendant ot a robust and 
Uurdy Mew England ancestry, and in- 
herited a strong and vigorous mental 
and physical 
constitution, 
through 


which he attained the great age of 
eighty-seven years, with nis mental 
faculties unimpaired, until within a few 
days of his demise. 
He grew up to 


manhood without any advantages, ex 
cept such as the common school of tbe 
rugged district in which he was born, 
afforded. 
He was emphatically a eel: 


made man, and few were better made. 
In early lile, became to Indiana and 
read law with Hon. Caleb B. Smith. 
He at once, upon being admitted to the 
bar, commenced the practice of the 
Isw. For more than half a century 
prior 
to 
bis death our deceased 


brother had been one of the leading 
members of the bar of northern In 
diana. He was thoroughly acquainted 
with the principles of the law, and sing- 
ularly familiar with all the methods of 
legal procedure. Being thus prepared, 
he was of great service to the younger 
members of the profession for nearly 
sixty years 


He possessed a strong arid vigorous 


mind; usually quick and accurate per- 
ceptive faculties; keen and vigorous 
powers of analysis. He always saw 
clearly, as by intuition, the strong points 
in a case, and to them he gave the 
closest attention, comparately inditler- 
ent to minor and non-essential rnstterr. 
Me was always direct and clear and 
rarely misunderstood. When in the 
right he was strong and invincible. 
In 


the wrong he was weak, and seemingly 
without resource; not that be did not 
nee, but because he did see, more clear- 
ly than others, the weakness of the 
cause. It is generally true that the 
more clearly the lawyer sees the weak- 
ness of his cause, the lose able he is to 
piess it successfully. 


Kesolved, That though M. Coomba 


was not, did not pretend to ha, an ora- 
tor or brilliant advocate, he was a clear, 
terse and effective speaker. His clear 
comprehension of the whole subject 
under consideration, his strong convic- 
tioa as to the justice, of the cause and 
the rights of his client, enabled him 
to condense into a few sentences the 
real merits of the cause. lie Bpoke, 
when at his best, with the most intense 
earnestness and with such profound 
conviction, that it WHS almost impos- 
sible for those who heard him, to doubt 
his sincerity and honesty. 
Though 


not voluble he spotce the pusest and 
best English. He has told the writer 
'that he never looked into an English 
grammar, yet few speakers or writers 
used as pure and correct English as he. 
He was an easy, graceful and forcible 
writer. 


Kesolved, That our'deceased brother 


was a credit and honor to the Bar; a 
true man who hated and avoided all 
sham "and pretense. He knew and ?\ 
preciated himself at his true worth aud 
aa he desired, to be known and sppre- 
ciated by others. 
He wished to be 


known as he really was—without addi- 
tion to, or subtraction 
from his real 


merits. 


EeEolved, That our brother stood 


justly among, and tho equal of, the best 
lawyers of the state; that he was an 
able, just and upright judge, a good 
and patriotic citizen, a true^ pure and 
devoted husband, and a kind and in- 
dulgent parent. 


Kesolved, That our deceased [brother 


was, in all the relations of a long and 
useful life, true to himself, to his fam-

Waco is a hus- 


tling young city in tho heart of tho cot- 
ton growing region of Texas. 
In 1888 


50,000 acres in McLennan county, of 
which Waco is county seat, produced 
20,725 bales of cotton, rained at $963,- 
712. 


The cotton palace is the creation of 


Waco's enterprising citizens, who built 
it at an expense of $250,000. The build- 
ing is 400 feet long and 300 feet broad 
and is filled with one of thu most inter- 
esting cotton, agricultural nud manu- 
facturing exhibits evor displayed. The 
interior decorations, pictures and statu- 
ary aio nearly all constructed of the 
natural products of the state, and some 
of tho pictures madw of leaves and grain 
are. works of art 


Texas has ribw become one of the 


greatest cotton growing states in the

Union. Upward of 5,000,000 acres of 
cotton land arc nndcr cultivation, and 
the 1,000,000 bales raised in 18!)3sold 
for $68,500,000, while tho !)00,000 tons 
of cotton seed, the product that enters

"pure olive oil" wo use, brought $13,- 
500,000. 
Tho cotton crop of 1803 was 


thus worth $S2,000,000 to Texas. It was

Waco is not only a great cotton grow- 


ing center, but it is also a railroad 
center of much importance Three trunk 
lines, the Houston and Tos.is Central, 
the St. Louis, Arkansas and Texas, and 
the Missouri, Kansas and Texas, enter 
tho city, and there aro other important 
railroads.

Mr. M. W. Howard, tho only Populist 


from Alabama in the face of the returns 
—in fact, the first man in 20 years, to 
break the ranks of a solid Democracy 
in that state—will probably be the youn- 
gest man in tho next house and certain- 
ly tho most uncomfortable man in it 
if any part of his happiness depends on 
social recognition. He lived here a short 
timo and wrote a farrago of iilth aud 
nonsense, thinly disguised as a novel, 
entitled "If Christ Came to Congress."

All this, with tho horrible picture on 
the cover, caused the book to be put un- 
der ban by the authoiities for a short 
time and in Anthony Comstock's do- 
main it.uover would have beou tolerat- 
ed. Mr. Howard is a tall aud rather 
rawboued southerner, with smooth face 
aud rather bright grny eyes, but as to 
his talent for statesmeuship nothing is 
to be said as yet. 


Thero are some others of whom their 


defeated opponents speak very highly, 
and of whom much is expected by their 
party associates. Mr. Wiufiold Scott 
Kerr of Mansfield, O., who will succeed 
Mr. Hartor, is pronounced a "typical 
American of the self made sort." He 
began lifo as a railroad brakeman and 
lost one arm by an accident, which 
caused him to study law. As much to 
his own surprise as that of others, ho 
made a brilliant success in the practice, 
made considerable money aud in addi- 
tion became very popular as a speaker. 
It is a curious coincidence that the 
Democrat he defeated has but one arm. 
It is now conceded that Judge Noonau 
will bo seated as rep/eseutativo of tho 
Twelfth Texas, the only Republican 
from that state. Ho is n native of New 
Jersey, and Hon. T. M. Paschnl, whom 
he succeeds, gives bun a very high 
character, both for talent and upright- 
ness. Of tho new meu from tho south 
who claim seats in the next house, de- 
spite the fact that Democrats havo tho 
certificates on the- face of the returns, 
most appear to be largo farmers and ac- 
tive business men, with a fair sprinkling , 
of preachers, and some young lawyers 
whoso memory does not run back to war 
times, and whose politics aro of a decid- 
edly modern sort. 


An Eccentric Music Teacher. 


The new men from tho Atlantic states 


aro generally well spoken of, and tho 
holdover Republicans, especially from 
New York, aro emphatically in luck. It 
is curious to notice how good aud evil, 
speaking from a party standpoint, have 
worked together for their rapid promo- 
tion. The fearful slaughter of Republic- 
ans in 1890 and 1802 compelled tho 
speaker to place many of tho compara- 
tively now men of thnt party well up 
on tho committees, because there were 
so few of thorn compared with tho Dem- 
ocrats, and now they will bo at tho 
heads of their committees. Mr. Burrows 
would of course be chairman of the 
ways aud means, bnt if ho succeeds in 
getting into tho senate tho place will 
;o to Hon. Sercuo JB. Payne of the 
Twenty-eighth Now York, who will 
thus, if seniority prevails, outrank Hon.

Champ Clark, tho delightful 
tfissonrian, was beaten by au cccentrio 
musio teaoher, who WAS nominated for 
fun and elected by Democratic neglect, 
and this is only a specimen of what 
las happened to many of the committee 
on claims. In the committee on foreign 
affairs, however, the Democrats have 
been moro fortunate, as most of their 
men on it ara from the south. Its chair- 
nan will of course bo Mr. Hitt of Illi- 
iois, not from seniority merely, but be- 
lauso ho is abundantly qualified by ua- 
ure aud experience.

JVIrs. Parsons declared when I'saw her 


that she was not conversant with tho 
whereabouts of many members of the 
old groups. 
She has not changed her 


views greatly since 18SG. 


"I am an individualist," she de- 


clared, "because I think an anarchistic 
stato of society tho best imaginable con- 
dition under which mankind could live. 
That is all there is of it." 


Lucy Parsons appears to bo prosper- 


ous. 
Slio is undeniably a woman of 


brains and of good business capacity. 
Sho supports heiself by peddling tea, 
coffee, soap, etc., and has a fairly good 
trade, principally among families whoso 
members agree with her doctrines. Her 
son, who is said to be the imago of his 
father, is a student iu the Chicago high 
school, and she says that ono of her chief 
ambitious now is to see that ho is edu- 
cated properly so that ho can take care 
of himself under a capitalistic system 
of society.

of this boy and devotes all the time sho 
can spare fiom her work to him.

Tho first move iu the direction of stat 


ed instruction in vocal music was al 
ways made by the deacon. 
Regularlj 


in tho second week of November b 
wonld begin to agitato tho qucstioi 
among the citizens who used to gather 
at the village stores.

Then Farmer John Ander 
son, a steward of tho .Methodist church, 
would move that if the subscriptions 
were large enough Mr. Solomon John- 
son of The Hook be engaged to conduct 
the school for a term of IS weeks onco 
a week at §!! a night. 
Botli these reso- 


lutions would be carried unanimously. 


There came a time, however, when 


the preliminary singing school meeting 
was not harmonious. 


It all came about through tho notion 


that got into tho head of young Wil- 
liam Thompson that Mr. Solomon John- 
sou had outlived his usefulness as a 
teacher of vocal music, William Thomp- 
son was tho son of the villago miller, 
whoso worldly prosperity had been such 
as to enable him to give William a col- 
lege education. After graduation he had 
come homo to the paternal roof and had 
induced his father to sot him np as a 
general merchant. He was now striving 
to do nioro business than tho other three 
merchants combined. They had been 
long established, but wero not up to 
modern tricks of competition. As his 
goods wore better, fresher and cheaper 
than those of his staid old rivals, he 
was getting on famously. Besides his 
store was cleaner and his btook better 
displayed, and ho did not euconrago 
"setters" to smoko black pipes, chew 
tobacco, eat peanuts and tell stories.

Mr. Jackson's was car- 
ried without dissent, but the moment 
Farmer Anderson sat down William 
Thompson was on Ins feet with ail 
amendment in favor of Professor Lionel 
Daniels. Thompson had never had any 
legislative experience, but ho know 
from the count ho had made of noses 
that unless, he managed to talk long 
enough to delay tho meeting nutil his 
lieutenants should come in with re-eu- 
foreemeuts defeat was ahead of him. 
Therefore- ho began by explaining at 
great length that he felt no ill will to- 
ward Mr. Solomon Johnson, whoso de- 
votion to mubic and whoso ability were 
both unquestioned. But, he said, this 
was a progressive world, and there were 
others perhaps who were more compe- 
tent to instruct in modern vocal runsio 
even than Mr. Johnson. 


At this point ho was interrupted by 


cries of "No, no!" and "Name the 
man!" and "Shame!" At first William 
Thompson was inclined to bo indignant 
because of these interruptions, but in n 
moment he realized that if he could get 
into an argument with his opponents it 
wonld be much better for his cause, 
because it would help him in his pur- 
pose of delaying action. Then began the 
most violent discussion that had ever 
been heard between four walls at Tha 
Hook, and while it was going on Wil-

liam Thompson's recruits straggled into 
the room. Farmer Anderson led the 
ranks of those who supported Solomon 
Johnson mqst valiantly, but he did not 
realize what William Thompson's tac- 
tics were until, after the lapse of au 
hour, tho young man, who saw that 
enough of his adherents had arrived to 
make n majority, called for the ques- 
tion. Deacon Tobias realized the situa- 
tion at that moment and would have 
been glad to adjourn the meeting, but' 
when at his suggestion some one put a 
motion to that effect it was voted down. 
Then the vote was taken as to who 
should bo teacher, and Thompson won 
by a majority of seven. 


His victory was not yet complete, how- 


ever. In fact, tho battle was bnt just 
begun, for tho older and more conserva- 
tive element withdrew from the support 
of tho singing school in a body on the 
ground that Professor Daniels' music 
was likely to be operatic and not at all 
suited to such a villago as The Hook, 
the throats of whose inhabitants had 
hitherto been innocent of anything but 
psalm tunes, save au occasional patriot- 
ic divortisemeut in tho shape of ' 'The 
Star Spangled Banner," "Columbia 
Rules tho Wave" and a few songs about 
"Moonlight on the Lake," "Tho Blue 
Jnuinta,'' etc. It is to tho credit of Wil-

The entertainment with which the se-

So the school that was taught by Pro- 
essor Lionel Daniels was tho last ever 
liven in Tho Hook.

What Wberty Cap Signifies. 


The goddess ol Liberty originally 


was represented as holding in her hand 
a cap. In Prance the Jacobins wore 
a red cap. In England the blue cap 
with a white border is the symbol of 
liberty; and Britannia is sometimes 
represented as holding a cap on the 
end of a spear. This custom originated 
with the Eomaus. -'When a Koman 
slave was freed he was given a small 
red cloth cap, which he wore as a sign 
of his freedom. 
He was then called 


llberliuus, which means a freedman, 
and his name was registered on the 
city records. When Saturrdus took 
possession of the capital he hoisted a 
cap on top of a spear and proclaimed 
that all slaves who joined hig forces 
and marched under his standard should 
be free.

food for man. "Thou shalt" not de- 
stroy the trees thereof .by forcing 
an ax against them." 
But in my re- 


cent journey round the world I found 
at Lueknow, India, the remains of 
the 
mdfct merciless besiegement of 


the ages, and I proceed to tell you that 
i£tory for four great reasons—to show 
you what a horrid thing war is and to 
make you all advocates for peace, to 
show yon what genuine Christian char- 
acter is under bombardment, to put a 
coronation on Christian courage, and 
to show you how splendidly good peo- 


'•! pie die. 


_As our train glided into the dimly 
lighted station I asked the guard, "Is 
this Lueknow?" and he answered, 
"Lueknow," at the pronunciation of 
which proper name strong emotions 
rushed through body, mind and soul. 


The word is a synonym of suffering-, 


of cruelty, ol heroism, of horror such 
as is suggested by hardly any other 
word, We have for 35 years been read- 
ing of the agonies there endured and 
the daring deeds there witnessed. It 
wa& my great desire to have some one 
who had witnessed the scenes trans- 
acted in Lueknow in 185? conduct us 
pver tha place. 
We found just the 


tnan. He was a young soldier at thp 
itime the greatest mutiny of the ages 
.broke out; and he was put with others 
Snside tha residency, 
which 
was 


a 
cluster of 
buildings making- a 


fortress in which the representatives 
,of the English government lived and 
[which was to be the scene of an endur- 
pnce and a bombardment the story of 
(which poetry and painting and history 
and secular and sacred eloquence have 
(been trying to depict. Our escort not 
only had a good memory of what had 
happened, but had talent enough to re- 
hearse the'tragedy. 
' 


In the early part of 1357 all over In- 


^dia the natives were ready to break out 
iu rebellion against all foreigners and 
especially against the civil and mili- 
tary representatives of the English 
government. 


A half dozen causes are mentioned 


for tlie feeling of discontent and insur- 
rection that was evinced throughout

commander, was wounded. \Yhile he 
sat there a shell struck the room, and 
some one suggested that he had better 
leave the room, but he smiled and said: 
'Lightning never strikes u\ itH' in the 
same place.' Hardly had he said this 
when another shell tore off his thigh, 
and he was carried dying- into Dr. Kay- 
rer's h'ouse on the other side of the road. 
Sir Henry Lawrence had been iu poor 
health for a long time before the mu- 
tiny. He had been in the Indian service 
for years, and he had started for Eng- 
land to recover his health, but getting- 
as far as liombay the English goverrT- 
ment requested him to remain at least 
awhile, for he could not be spared in 
such dangerous times. 
He came here 


to Lncknow, and foreseeing- the siege 
of this residency had filled many Of 
the rooms with grain, without which 
Hie residency would have been obliged 
to surrender. 
There were also taken

tops, iirmg- from windows, firing fron 
dooi ways. 


I asked our friend if he thought tha 


the world famous story of a H'otchlas 
in her delirium hearing tha Scotch bag- 
pipes advancing with the Scotch rejri 
ment was a true sto:

oxen and hay for the horses. P.ut now, 
at the time when all the people were 
looking to him for wisdom and cour- 
age, Sir Henry is dying." 


Our 
escort describes the 
scene, 


unique, tender, beautiful and overpow- 
ering, and while I stood on the very 
spot where the sighs and groans of the 
besieged and lacerated and broken 
hearted met tlie whist of bullets, and 
the demoniac hiss of bm-sting shell, 
,and the roar of batteries, my escort 
gave me the particulars. 


"As soon as Sir Henry was told that 


he had not many hours to live he asked 
the chaplain to administer to him the 
holy communion. lie felt particularly 
anxious for the safety of the women in 
the residency, who, at any moment, 
inight bo subjected to the savages who 
howled around the residency, their 
breaking in onlj- a matter of time un- 
less re-enforcements should come. He 
would frequently say to those who sur- 
rounded his death" couch: -Pave the 
ladies. God help the poor women and 
children!' He gave directions for the 
desperate defense of the place. He 
asked forgiveness of all those whom 
he might unintentionally have neglect- 
ed or offended. 
He left a message for 


all his friends. He forgot not to give 
direction for the care of his favorite 
horse. 
He charged the officers, say- 


ing: 'By no means surrender. Make 
no treaty or compromise with the des- 
peradoes 
Die 
fighting.' 
He 
took 


charge of the asylum he had establish- 
ed for the children of soldiers. 
He 


gave 
directions 
for 
his 
burial, 


saying: 'No nonsense; no fuss. 
Let

(the English were the conquerors. For 


J '100 years the British scepter had been 


jwaved over India, and the Indians 
Hvanted to break that scepter. There 
.never had been any love or sympathy 
ibetween the natives of India and the 
[Europeans. There is none now. 
! Before the time of the great mutiny 
the English government risked much 
power in the hands of the natives. Too 
many of them manned the forts. Too 
(many of them were in governmental 
employ. And now the time had come 


, for a wide outbr,bak. The natives had 


persuaded themselves .that flley could 
send the English government'flying, 
and to accomplish it dagger and sword 
antl firearms 
and 
mutilation and 


slaughter must do their worst. 


It was evident in Lueknow that the 


natives were about to rise and put to 
death all the Europeans they could lay 
their hands on, and into the residency 
the Christian population of Lueknow 
hastened for defense from the tigers in 
human form whieh were growling for 
their victims. The occupants of the 
residency,,or fort, were—military and 
non-combatants, men, women 
and 


, children—in number about 1,693.

"are the remains of a building the first 
floor of which , in other days had been 
used as a banqueting' hall, but then was 
used as a hospital. At this part the am- 
putations took place, and all such pa- 
tients died. 'Jjhei heat -Was so great and 
the food so insu'fflcient {Hat tlie poor 
fellows could not recover from the loss 
of blood. They all died, '"Amputations 
were performed without chloroform. 
All the anesthetics were exhausted, A 
fracture that in other climates and un- 
der other circumstances would, have 
V:

said: 'I would like to have a passage of 
Scripture added to the words on my 
grave, suchas, "To the Lord our God be- 
long mercies and forgivenesses, though 
we "nave rebelled against him." Isn't 
it from Daniel? Bo as brave a man us 
England or India ever saw expired. The 
soldiers lifted the cover from his face 
and kissed him before they carried him 
out. The chaplain offered a prayer. 
Then they moved the great hero amid 
the rattling hail of guns and'put 
him down among other soldiers buried 
at the same time." All of which I state 
for the benefit of those who would have 
us believe that the Christian religion 
is fit only for women in the eighties 
and children under seven. 
There was 


glory enough in that departure to halo 
Christendom. 


''There," said our escort, "Bob tlie 


Nailer did the work." "Who was Bob 
the Nailer?" "Oh, ho was the African 
who sat at that point, and when any 
one of our men ventured across the 
road he would drop him by a rifle ball. 
Bob was a sure marksman. The only 
way to get across the road for water 
from the well was to wait until his fjun 
flashed and then instantly cross, before 
he had time to load. The only way we 
could get rid of him was by digging a 
mine under tbe house -where he was 
hidden. When the house was blown up, 
Bob the Xailer went with it." I said 
to him, "Had you made up your minds 
what you and the other sufferers would 


• do in case the fiendsactually broke in?" 
'•Oh, yes!" said my escort 
"We had 


it all planned, for the probability was 
every hour for nearly five months that 
they would break in. You must remem- 
ber it was 1,600 against 60,000, and 
for the latter part of the time it was 
nine hundred against sixty thousand, 
and the residency and the earthworks 
around it were not put up for such an 
attack. It'was only fi'om the mercy of 
God that We were not massacred soon 
after the besiegement. We were re- 
solved not to allow ourselves to get in- 
to the hands of those desperadoes. 
You must remember that we and all 
the women had heard of the butcherv 
at Cawnpiir, and we knew what defea't 
meant. If unable to hold out any 
longer, wo would hive blown ourselves 
up and all gone out of life together." 


"Show me," I said, "the rooms where 


the women and children staid during 
these awful months." Then we crossed 
over and went down into the cellar of 
the residency. With a shudder of horror 
indescribable I entered the cellars 
where 022 women and children had been 
crowded until the whole room was full. 
I know the exact number, for I counted 
their names on the roll. As one of the 
ladies wrote in her dairy—speaking of 
these women she said, "They lay upon 
tho floor fitting into each other like bits 
in a puzzle." Wives had obtained from 
their husbandsthepromise thatthehus- 
bands would shoot them rather than 
let them fall into the hands of these 
desperadoes. The women within the 
residency were kept on the smallest 
allowance that would maintain life. 
No opportunity of privacy. The death 
angel and the birth angel touched wings 
as they passed. Flies, mosquitoes, ver- 
min in full possession of the place, and 
these women in momentary expecta- 


that the enraged savages would! 


,eh upon them, in a violence of which 
ib and sword and torch and throaU 
lilting would be the milder forms. 
Our escort told us again and again of 
16 bravery of these women. 
They 


id not despair. They encouraged the 


They waited on the wound- 


and dying in the hospital. They 


up -their stockings for holders of 
grrtpe-shot.

Our escort told us that again and 


again news

wretchedness. 
They had received a 


letter from Havelock rolled up in a 
quill ^and carried in the mouth of a 
disguised messenger, a letter telling' 
them lie was on tho way, but the next 
news was that Havelock had been 
compelled to retreat. 
It wap constant 


vacillation between hope and despair. 
But one day they heard the guns of re- 
lief sounding nearer and nearer. Ye< 
all the houses of Lncknow wersi fort- 
tresses filled with armed miscreants 
and every step of Havelook and his

"I was not at the moment present, but 
with .some other young fellows 1 saw 
soldiers dancing while two highland 
pipers played, and 1 said, 'What is all 
this 
excitement?' Then we 
came 


up and saw that Havelock uas in, and 
Outrara was in, and the regiments were 
pouring in.' 


'•Show us where they came in," I ex- 


claimed, for I knew that they did not 
enter through the gate of the residency, 
that being banked up inside to kci>p the 
murderers out. "Here it is," answered 
my escort. "Here it is—the embrasure 
through whieh they came " 


We walked up to the spot. It is now 


a broken down pile of bricks a dozen 
yards from the gate. Long grass now, 
but then a blood-spattered, bullet scar- 
red opening in the wall. 
. ' 


As we stood there, although the scerie 


was thirty-seven years ago, I saw them 
come in—Havelock pale and sick, but 
triumphant, and Outram, whom all the 
equestrian statues in Calcutta and Eu- 
rope can not too grandly present. 


"What then happened9" I said to my 


escort. 
"Oh," he said, "that is impos- 


sible to tell. The earth w as removed 
from the gate, and soon all the arrav of 
relief entered, and some of us laughed, 
and some cried, and some prayed, and 
some danced. Highlanders so dust cov- 
ered and enough blood and wounds on 
their faces to make them unrecogniza- 
ble snatched the babes out of their 
mothers' arms and kissed them and 
passed the babies along- for other sol- 
diers to kiss, and the wounded men 
crawled out of the hospital to join in 
the cheering, and it was wild jubilee 
until, the first excitement passed, the 
story of how many of tlie advancing' 
army had been slain on the way began 
to have tearful effect, and the story of 
suffering that had been endured in- 
.side the fort, and the announcement to 
children that they were fatherless, and 
to wives that they were widows; sub- 
merged the shouts of joy with wailing 
of agony. 


"But were you not embarrassed b 


the arrival of Uavelock and fourtce 
hundred men who brought no foo 
with them?" He answered: "Of cours 
wo were put on smaller rations imme 
diately in ordev that they inight shar 
with us, but we knew that the coininp 
of this re-enforcement would help r 
to hold the place until further relie 
should come, Had not this first relie 
arrived as it did, in a day or two o 
most and perhaps in any hour the be 
scigers would have broken in, and ou 
end would have come. The Sepoys hac 
dug six mines under the residency, an< 
would soon have exploded all." 


After we had obtained, a few bullet 


that had been picked out of the wal 
and a piece of a bombshell we walkei 
around the eloquent ruins, and put ou_ 
hands into the scars pf the shattered 
masonry and ekplored the cemetery in 
side the fort, wherji hundreds of the 
dead soldiers await the coming of thi 
Lord of Hosts at the last day, and wi 
'could endure no more. My nerves wer 
all a-tremble, and my emotions were 
wrung out, and I said, "Let us go." 
had seen the residency at Lncknow th. 
day before with a beloved missionary 
and he told me m.any interesting facts 
concerning the besieg-ement of that 
place, but this morning I had seen it ii 
company with one who in that awfu 
1857 of the Indian mutiny with his own 
fire had fought the besiegers, and with 
his own ear had heard the yell of the 
miscreants, as they tried to storm the 
walls, and with his own eyes had wit- 
nessed a scene of pang and sacrifice an 
endurance and bereavement and prow- 
ess and rescue which has made all this 
Lueknow fortress and its surroundings 
the Mount Calvary of the nineteenth 
century. 


On the 'following day, about four 


miles from the residency, I visited the 
grave of Haveloek. The scenes of hard- 
ship andself-sacriHce through which li 
had passed were too much for mortal 
endurance, and a few days after Ilave- 
loek left the residency which he had 
relieved he lay in a tent a-dyiug, while 
his son, whom I saw in London on my 
•way here, was reading to the old hero 
the consolatory Scriptures. 
The tele- 


graph wires had told all nations that 
Havelock was sick unto death. He hud 
received the message of congratlation 
from Queen Victoria over his triumphs 
and had been knighted, and such a re- 
ception as England never gave to anv 
man since Wellington came back from 
Waterloo awaited his return. But he 
will never again see his native land. 
He has led his last army and planned 
the last battle. Yet he is to gain an- 
other victory. He declared it when in 
his last hours he said to Gen. Ontram: 
"I die happy and contented. I havo 
for 40 years so ruled my life that wheu 
death came I might face it. without 
fear. To die is to gain." Indeed this 
was

Horseshoeing In Winter. 


Shoes at this season aro required to 


discharge a double duty—to afford foot- 
liold as well as to guard against undue 
wear. 
Mr. William Dickson in the 


United States government report ou the 
liorse says on this subject: Various pat- 
tarns of, shoes have from time to time 
been invented to meet this dual require- 
ment, bat the commonest of all, fash- 
ioned with foe aud heel calks or calk- 
ins, is, faulty though it be, probably, 
all things considered, the one which 
best suits the requirements of the caso 
It should, however, never bo lost sighi 
of that tho shorter, the sharper and th( 
smaller these calltius are, so long as they 
answer the purpose which called them 
into existence, so ranch tho better for 
the foot that wears them. 


I have laid particular stress on this 


subject, KS I am of the opinion that thi 
presence of the navicular disease—a 
dire malady from which horses used for 
agricultural labor should enjoy a prao 
tical immunity—is traceable largely tc 
the habitual use during our long winter 
months of tho needlessly largo calkins 
only fractional parts of which fim 
lodgment in the earth or ice during 
progression. 


I will explain what I mean. When a 


horse is shod with the exaggerated calk 
ins to which I have alluded, the toe an< 
heel calks are, or ought to be, the same 
height to start with, at all events 
Very often, however, they aro not, am 
oveu when they are the toe calk wear 
down on animals used for draft pur 
poses far more, rapidly than its follow 
at the heel. 
The result is that tho to 


is depressed while the heel is unuatu 
rally raised. 


High calkins, while they confer n< 


firmer foothold, are potent means of in 
flicting injury both on the foot itsel 
and tho superincumbent limb at large 
It is only from that portion of the catch 
which enters the ground surface tha 
the horse derives any benefit in th 
shape of foothold, and it must be ap 
parent to the meanest capacity tha 
long calkins, which do not penetrate 
the hard, uneven ground, are so man; 
levers put into the animal's possessioi 
lo enable if not compel him to wrin, 
his feet, rack his limbs and inflict nn 
told tortures on himself. 


The relative position of tbe bon; 


structure within tho foot in alterec 
and tho navicular bone, which is no 
one of the weight bearing bones, 
brought within the auglo of incidenc 
of both weight and concussion, iufln 
eiices which it was never"contemplate

What liberty Cap Signifies. 


The goddess of Liberty originally 


was represented as holding in her hand 
a cap. In France the Jacobins wore 
a red cap. In England the blue cap 
with a white border is the symbol <?i 
liberty; and Britannia is sometimes 
represented as holding- a cap on the 
end of a spear. This custom originated 
with the Romans, -jWhen a Roman 
slave was freed he was given a small 
red cloth cap, which he wore as a sign 
of uia freedom. He was then called 
Itberlinus, which means & freedman, 
and his name was registered on the 
city records. When Saturnius took 
possession of the capitol he hoisted a 
cap on top of a. spear and proclaimed 
that all slaves who joined his forces 
and marched under his standard should 
be free. Other conquerors adopted the 
same sign, and when Caesar was assass' 
inated the couspirators marched in 
procession with a cap elevated on a 
spear, as a token of their liberty.

''must be spared because they afford 
food for man. 
"Thou shalt" not de- 


stroy the trees thereof .by forcing 
an ax against them." 
But in my re- 


cent journey round the world I found 
at Lueknow, India, the remains of 
the mo'st merciless besiegement of 
the ages, and I proceed to tell you that 
*£tory for lour great reasons—to show 
you what a horrid thing war is aud to 
make you all advocates for peace, to 
show you what genuine Christian char- 
acter Is under bombardment, to put a 
coronation on Christian courage, and 
to show you how splendidly good peo- 
! pie die. 


As our train glided into the dimly 


lighted station I asked the guard, "Is 
this Lueknow?" and he answered, 
"Lueknow," at the pronunciation of 
which proper name strong- emotions 
rushed through body, mind and soul. 


The word is a synonym of suffering, 


of cruelty, of heroism, of horror such 
as is suggested by hardly any other 
word, We have for 35 years been read- 
ing of the agonies there endured and 
the daring deeds there witnessed. 
It 


was my great desire to have some one 
who had witnessed the scenes trans- 
acted In Lueknow in 1857 conduct us 
over tho place. 
We found just the 


man. He was a young soldier at the 
;time tho greatest mutiny of the ages 
[broke out, and he was put with others 
inside the residency, 
which 
was 


corne to easy convalescence here proved 
fatal. 
YoiiderTvas Dr. Fayrer's house, 


who was Mirgeou of the place and -is 
now Queen Victoria's doctor. This, up- 
per room was the officers' room, au.l 
there Sir Henry Lawrence, our dear 
commander, was, wounded. While he 
sat there a shell struck the room, and 
some one suggested that he had better 
leave the room, blithe sunled and haid: 
'Lightning never strikes tnitfc in the 
same place,' Hardly had he said thU 
when another shell tore oft" his thigh, 
and he was carried dj-inir iuto Dr. I-'av- 
rer's liouse ou the other bide of the road. 
Sir Henry Lawrence had been in poor 
health for a long time before the mu- 
tiny. He had been in the Indian service 
for years, and he had started for Eng- 
land to recover his health, but getting 
as far as Bombay the English govern- 
ment requested him to remain at least 
awhile, for he could not be spared in 
sueh dangerous times. 
He

fortress in which the representatives 
,of the English government lived and 
(which was to be the scene of an endur- 
pnce and a bombardment the story of 
[ivhich poetry and painting and history 
and secular and saered eloquence have 
(been trying to depict. Our escort not 
only had a good memory of what had 
happened, but had talent enough to re- 
hearse the'tragedy. 


In the early part of 1S57 all over In- 


dia the natives were ready to break out 
"Ju rebellion against all foreigners and 
especially against the civil and mili- 


• tury representatives of the English 
government. 


A half dozen causes are mentioned 


for the feeling of discontent and insur- 
rection that was evinced throughout 


' India. The mi \t, of these cases were 


mere pretexts} ' Greased 
cartridges 


were 
no 
doubt"' an 
exaspera- 


tion. 
The grease ordered by the 


(English 
government 
to 
be 
used 


.on these cartridges were taken from 
cows or pigs, and grease to the Hindoos 
is unclean, and to bite these cartridges 
'at the loading of the guns would be an 
offense to the Hindoo's religion. The 
•leaders of the Hindoos said that these 


,, greased cartridges were only part of an 


a'ttempt by the English government to 


, make the natives give up their religion; 


wefiee unbounded f indignation 
was 


aroused. 


Another cause of the mutiny was 


, that another large province in Indifi, 
had been annexed to the British em- 
pire,, and thousands of officials in the 
employ of the fc.ing' of that province 
were thrown out of position, and they 
were all ready for trouble-making. 


Another cause was said. to be the 


i bad government- exorcised by some 


English officials in India. 


The simple fact was that the natives 


of Indian were a conquered race, and 
ithe English were the conquerors. For 


f. llOO years the British scepter had been 


jwaved over India, and the Indians 
(wanted to break that scepter. There 
tnever had been any love or sympathy 
(between the natives of India and the 
jEuropeans, There is none now. 


i Before the time of the great mutiny 
the English government risked much 
power in the hands of the natives. Too 
many of them manned the forts. Too 
anany of them were in governmental 
employ. And now the time had come 
for a wide outbreak. The natives had 
persuaded themselves .that they could 
send the English government flying-, 
and to accomplish it dagger and sword 
and firearms and 
mutilation and 


filaugh ter must do their worst- 


It was evident in Lncknow that the 


natives were about to rise and put to 
death all the Europeans they could lay 
their hands on, and into the residency 
the Christian population of Lueknow 
hastened for defense from the tigers in 
human form which were growling for 
their victims. The occupants of the 
residency,,or fort, were—military and 
non-combatants, men, 
women 
and 


children—in number about 1,093. 


I suggest in one sentence some of the 
•^f woes to which they were sub- 
jted when I say that these people 


were in the residency five months with- 
out a single change of clothing; some 
of the time the heat at ISO and 130 de- 


-; the place black with flies and 


1 a-squirm with vermin; firing of the 


"inemy upon-them ceasing neither day 
nor nightj the hospital crowded with 
the dying; smallpox, scurvy, chol- 
era, adding 
their 
work 
to that 


of shot and shell; women brought 
up in all comfort/ and never hav- 
ing known want crowded and sacri- 
ficed in a cellar where nine children 
were born; less and leas food; no water 
except that -which was brought from a 
well under the enemy's flre, so that 
the water obtained was at the price of 
blood; the stench of the dead horses 
added to the effluvia of corpses, and all 
waiting- for the moment when tlie army 
of 00,000 shrieking- Hindoo devils should 
break in upon the garrison of the resi- 
dency, now reduced by wounds and 
| 
sickness and death to 076 men, women 
" 
and children. .' 


"Call me eariy,"^ I eai^, "to-iaorrow 


morning and let lia be at the residency 
betere the sun becomes too hot." At.7 
o'clock in the morning We left our ho- 
tel in Lucknow, and I said to our oblig- 
ing, gentlemanly escort, "Please take 
us along the road by which Havelock 
and Ontram oame to the relief of the 
residency." That was the way we 
•went." There'was a solemn stillness as 
we approached the gate of the resi- 
dency. Battered and torn is the ma- 
sonry of the entrance. Signature of 
Bhot and punctuation of cannon ball 
all np "nd down and everywhere. 


"Here to the left," eaid our escort, 


"are the remainsof a building the first 
floor of which in other days had Veen 
used as a banqueting1 hall, butthen was 
used as a hospital. At this part the am- 
pwtations toolf place, and all such pa- 
tients died. Tlie"heSl,wa6150 great and 
the food so insufficient that the'poor 
fellows could not recovpr.from the loss 
of blood. They all died." Amputations 
were performed without chloroform. 
All the anesthetics were exhausted. A 
fracture thai, in other climates and un- 


came here 


to Lueknow. and foreseeing the siege 
of this residency had Idled many df 
the rooms with grain, without which 
the residency would have been obliged 
to surrender. There were also taken 
by him into this residency rice and 
sugar and charcoal and fodder for the 
oxen and hay for the horses, liut now, 
at tho time when all the people were 
looking to him for wisdom and cour- 
age, Sir Henry is dying." 


Our 
escort describes the 
scene, 


unique, tender, beautiful and overpow- 
ering, and while I stood on the very 
spot where the sighs and groans of the 
besieged and lacerated and broken 
hearted met the whiz of bullets and 
the demoniac hiss of luirsliiiff shell, 
$and the roar of batteries, my e.scort 
gave me the particulars. 


"As soon as Sir Henry was told that 


he had not many hours to live he asked 
the chaplain to administer to him tho 
holy communion. He felt particularly 
anxious for the safety of the women in 
the residency, who, at any moment, 
might be subjected to the savages who 
howled around the residency, their 
breaking m only a matter of time un- 
less re-enforcements should come.' He 
would frequently say to those who sur- 
rounded his death couch: '.Save the 
ladies. God help the poor women and 
children!' He gave directions for the 
desperate defense of the place. He 
asked forgiveness of all those whom 
bo might unintentionally have neglect- 
ed or offended. 
He left a message for 


all his friends. He forgot not to give 
direction for the care of his favorite 
horse. He charged the otllcers, say- 
ing: 'Hy no means surrender. Slake 
no treaty or compromise with the des- 
peradoes 
Die 
fighting.' 
He 
took 


charge of the asylum he had establish- 
ed for the children of soldiers. 
He 


gave 
directions 
for 
his 
burial, 


saying: 'No nonsense; no fuss. 
Let 


me bo buried with tho men.' He dic- 
tated his own epitaph, which I read 
above his tomb: 'Here lies Henry Law- 
rence, who tried to dp his duty. May 
the Lord have mercy on his soul.' 
lie 


.said: 'I would like to have a passage of 
Scripture added to the words oil my 
grave, suchas, "TotheLordourGodbe- 
long mercies and forgivenesses, though 
we have rebelled against him." Isn't 
it from Daniel? Bo as brave a man as 
England or India ever sa w expired. The 
-soldiers lifted the cover from his face 
andki&sed him before they carried him 
out. The chaplain offered a prayer. 
Then they moved the great hero amid 
the rattling hail of guns and'put 
him down among other soldiers buried 
at the same time." All of which I state 
for the benefit of those who would have 
us believe that the Christian religion 
is fit only for women in the eighties 
and children under seven. 
There uas 


glory enough in that departure to halo 
Christendom. 


''There," said our escort, "Bob the 


Nailer did the work." "Who was Bob 
the Nailer?" "Oh, he was the African 
who sat at that point, and when any 
.•one of our men ventured across the 
road he would drop him by a rifle ball. 
Bob was a sure marksman. The only 
way to get across the road for water 
from the well was to wait until his gun 
flashed and then instantly cross before 
he had time to load. The only way we 
could get rid of him was by digging- a 
mine under the house where he was 
hidden. When the house was blown tip, 
Bob the Kailer went with it." I said 
to him, "Had you made up your minds 
what you and the other sufferers would 
do in case the fiendsactually broke in?" 
'•Oh, yes!" said my escort. ''We had 
it all planned, for the probability was 
every hour for nearly five months that 
they would break in. You must remem- 
ber it was 1,600 ag-ainst G0,000, and 
for the latter part of the time it was 
nine hundred against sixty thousand, 
and the residency and the earthworks 
around it were not put np for such an 
attack. It was only from the mercy of 
God that We were not massacred soon 
after the besiegement. We were re- 
solved not to allow ourselves to get in- 
to the hnnds of those desperadoes. 
You must remember that we and all 
the women had heard of the butcherv 
at Cawnpur, and we knew what defea't 
meant. If unable to hold out any 
long-er, we would have blown ourselves 
up and all gone out of life together." 


"Show me," I said, "the rooms where 


the women and children staid during 
these awful months." Then we crossed 
over and went down into the cellar of 
the residency. With a shudder of horror 
indescribable I entered the cellars 
where G23 women and childreh had been 
crowded until the whole room was full, 
I know the exact number, for I counted 
their names on the roll. As one of the 
ladies wrote in her dairy-—speaking of 
these women she said, "They lay upon 
the floor fitting- into each other like bits 
in a puzzle." Wives had obtained from 
their husbands the promise that the hus- 
bands would shoot them rather than 
let them fall into the hands of these 
desperadoes. The women within the 


uooi ways. 


I abkod our friend if he thought tha' 


the world famous, itory of a Scotch las,s 
in her delirium hearing' ths Scotch bag 
pipes advancing with the Scotch regi 
ment was a true stcuy. He said he did 
not know but that it WHS true. Withou 
this man's tellincr me I knew fiom my 
own observation that delirium some 
times quickens srnnr of the (acuities, 
and I rather think the Scotch lass in her 
delirium was the first to hear tin- IKI« 
pipes, 1 decline to believe thatt-lussof 
people who would like to kill all the 
poetry of the world and banish all the 
fine sentiment. They tell us that Whit- 
tier's poem about liarliara Freilchie was 
founded on a delusion, anil that ho 
fellow's poems immortaluud things 
that never occurred. The Scutch Lis1 
did hear ihe slogan. I almost hoard it 
myself a.s 1 stood inside the u-sideucy 
while my escort told of tnc> coming oil 
of the Seventy-eighth highland regi- 
ment. 


'•Were- you present when Havelock 


came in?" I asked, for I could s-..ri 
the question no longer. His answer 
came: 
"I was notatthe moment present, but 
with some other younif fellows I saw 
soldiers dancing while two highland 
pipers played, and 1 mid, 'What is all 
this excitement?' Then 
we came 


up and saw that Havelock' vias in, and 
Outram was in, and the regiments, were 
pouring in.' 


''Show us where they came in," I ex- 


claimed, for I knew that they did not 
enter through the gate of the residency, 
that being banked up inside to kcop tho 
murderers out. "Here it is," auwrri-d 
my escort. ''Here it is— the embrasure 
through which they came " 


We walked up to the spot. It is now 


a broken down pile of bricks a dozen 
yards from the gate. Long grass now, 
but then a blood-spattered, bullet scar- 
reil opening in the wall.

residency were kept on the smallest 
allowance that would maintain life. 
Mo opportunity of privacy. The death 
angel and the birth angel touched wings 
as they passed. Plies, mosquitoes, ver- 
min in full possession of the place, and 
these women in momentary expecta- 
tion that the enraged savages would! 
rush upon them, in a violence of which 
club and sword and torch and throat- 
cutting would be the milder forms. 


Our escort told us again and again of 


the bravery of these women. 
They 


did not despair. They encouraged the 
soldiery. 
They waited'on the wound- 


ed and dying in tho hospital, They 
gave np'.their stockings for holders of 
the grifpe-shot, 
Ihey solaced each 


other when their children died. When 
a husband or father fell such prayers 
of sympathy were offered as only wom- 
en can ojffer. They endured without 
complaint. They prepared their own 
children for burial. They were inspi- 
ration for the men who stood at their 
posts fighting till they dropped. 


Our escort told us that again and 


again news 
had come that llave- 


lock and Outram were on the way to 
fetch these besieged ones out of their 
wretchedness. 
They had received a 


letter from Havelock rolled up in a 
quill and carried in the mouth of a 
disguised messenger, a letter telling 
them he was on the way, but the next 
news was that Havelock had been 
cpiapeHed'to retreat. , It was constant 
vacillation between hope and despair. 
But one day they heard the guns of re- 
lief sounding nearer and nearer. Ye\ 
all the houses of Lueknow were1 fort- 
tresses filled with armed miscreants 
and every step of Havelock and his 


As we stood there, although the scene 


was thirty-seven years ago, I saw them 
come in—Havelock pale and sick, but 
triumphant, and Outram, whom all the 
equestrian statues in Calcutta and Eu- 
rope can not too grandly present. 


"What then happened?" I sniil to my 


escort. "Oh," he said, "that is impos- 
sible to tell. The earth was removed 
from the gate, and soon all the army of 
relief entered, and some of us laughed, 
and some cried, and some prn\ed, and 
some danced. Highlanders so dust cov- 
ered and enough blood and wounds on 
their faces to make them unrecogniza- 
ble snatched the babes out of their 
mothers' arms and kissed them and 
passed the babies along for other sol- 
diers to kiss, and the wounded men 
crawled out of ihe hospital to join in 
the cheering, and it was wild jubilee 
until, the first excitement passed, the 
story of how many of the advancing- 
army had been slain on the way began 
to have tearful effect, and the stay of 
suffering- that had been endured in- 
side the fort, and the announcement to 
children that they were fatherless, and 
to wives that they were widows; sub- 
merg-cd the shouts of joy with wailing 
of agony. 


"liut were you not embarrassed b; 


the arrival of Havelock and fourteei 
hundred men who brought no fooi 
with them?" He answered: "Of cours 
we were put on smaller rations imme 
diately in order that they might shun 
with us, but we knew that the commj 
of this re-enforcement would help u 
to hold the place until further relie 
should come. Had not this first relie 
arrived as it did, in a day or two o 
most and perhaps in any hour the be 
seigers would have broken in, and OH 
end would have come. The Sepoys hai 
dug six mines under the residency, am 
would soon have exploded all." 


After we had obtained, a few bullet 


that had been picked out of the wal 
and a piece of a bombshell we walkei 
around the eloquent ruins, and put our 
hands into the scars of the shattered 
masonry and explored the cemetery in 
side the fort, where hundreds of the 
dead soldiers await the coming of th 
Lord of Hosts at the last day, and we 
could endure no more. My nerves were 
all a-tremble, and my emotions were 
wrung out, and I said, "Let us go." 
; 


had seen the residency at Lueknow the 
day before with a beloved missionary 
and he told me m,auy interesting- facts 
concerning the besiegement of thai 
place, but this morning-1 had seen it in 
company with one who in that awfu 
1837 of the Indian mutiny with his own 
fire had fought the besiegers, and with 
his own ear had heard the yell of tho 
miscreants as they tried to storm the 
walls, and w ith his own ej'Cs had wit- 
nessed a scene of pang-andsacrificeand 
endurance and bereavement and prow- 
ess and rescue which has made all this 
Lueknow fortress and its surroundings 
the Mount Calvary of the nineteenth 
century. 


On the following day, about four 


miles from the residencj', I visited the" 
grave of Havelock. The scenes of hard- 
ship and self-sacrifice through which he 
had passed were too much for mortal 
endurance, and a few days after Havc- 
locl: left the residency which he had 
relieved he lay in a tent a-dying, while 
his son, whom I saw in London on my 
way here, was reading to the old hero 
the consolatory Scriptures. The tele- 
graph wires had told all nations that 
Havelock was sick unto death. He had 
received the message of eongrat^ition 
from Queen Victoria over his triumphs 
and had been knighted, and such a re- 
ception as England never gave to any 
man since Wellington came back from 
Waterloo awaited his return. 
Hut he 


will never again see his native land. 
He has led his last army and planned 
the last battle. Yet he is to gain an- 
other victory. He declared it when in 
his lost hours he said to Gen. Outram: 
"I die happy and contented. I have 
for 40 years so ruled my life that when 
death came I might lace it without
